R-ware of 
These Weeds 


Five bad weeds that it will 
pay to keep off your farm are 
Leafy Spurge, Russian Knap- 
weed, Hoary Cress, Field Bind- 
weed and Toadflax. Although 
some areas in this province are 
already seriously infested, in- 
festations generally are not wide 
spread. The best safeguard 
against introduction is to know 
what the plant and ite seed look 
like, and make sure there are 
none of these weed seeds pre- 
sent in the grain you intend to 
gow. 

In many districts there is a 
shortage of sced. Purchased 
grain might contain seeds of any 
of these weeds. Whether the 
grain you intend to sow was 
frown on your own farm, on the 
farm of a neighbor or was intro- 
duced from ‘outside, if it con- 
tains weed seeds with which 
you are not familiar, have your 
district agriculturist identify 
them for you. It takes only sec- 
onds to sow weeds, but it takes 
many years to destroy them.

Gives Warning 
Of Grasshopper 
Plague For 1948 


REGINA. — Warning that grass- 
hoppers, the bane of western farmers 
during the mid-thirties, would be 
more numerous and widespread in 
Saskatchewan in 1948 than in any 
year since 1940, was issued by Agri- 
culture Minister I, C, Nollet. 

Referring to the 1948 grasshopper 
forecast prepared by the Dominion 
entomological laboratory, Saskatoon, 
jhe urged municipalities to order bait 
and other supplies immediately in 
preparation for an all-out control 
campaign. 

“Bait spreaders should be put in 
working condition now,” Mr, Nollet 
said, “A good poisoning campaign 
can prevent spring damage to crops 
and poisoning in the spring can also 
reduce the extent of crop damage by 
winged grasshoppers in the fall.” 

The Dominion entomological labor- 
atory forecast showed grasshopper 
eggs present in sufficient numbers in 
170 municipalities to threaten crops 
this spring, with the infested area 
extending southward from North 
Battleford to the U.S. border and 
from Alberta eastward to Wynyard, 
Regina and Estevan, 

Intensity varies from very light 
|and patchy to continuous and severe.

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FARMER'S COLUMN

The wultivation in July, pre: 
ferably done with a cultivator 
or blade weeder, will kill the 
cereal grains; this adds to the 
etubble or trash already accum- 
ulated. I believ all clear-think- 
ing farmera appreciate the fact 
that many fields of fallow get 
weedy during harvest. When 
this occurs, much of the pre 
vious work done to control the 
weede, conserve moisture and 
accumulate plant food, has been 
loat. 

We now know thet 
24D products can be used to 
Lill different weeds at different 
stages of growth, For example 
Canada Thistle and 
Sow Thistle are best

Therefore in view of the 
above I am suggesting that if 
rain delays your harvest why 
not spray the field of summer 
fallow to destroy the weeds and 
avoid cultivation?

We elso must plant grains that 
mature early so as to kill wild 
oats, At the outset we must ex- 
pect less yields per acre, but re- 
member that you have had less 
cash outlay and no summerfal- 
lowing and at the same time you 
are not having your land blown 
or broken up. If we can expect 
weed control with proper appli- 
cation of 24D and setence shows 
ve can, tha. less fallow is need 
cd for weed control. What then 


is to be done? 


Let us start with a field that 
has been fallowed and grown a 
crop of wheat. Our next crop 
could be either oats or barley 
I would prefer an carly matur 
ing oat. These should be planted 
as carly as the season will per- 
mit being sure that they will 
germinate rapidly. The oate 
should be seeded about one- 
quarter bushel to the acre less 
than normal seeding. Seed with 
a tiller so that any weede that 
do occur will be killed. Fertilize

50 pounds per acre of 11-48, A 
packer should be pulled behind 
the tiller to firm the seed bed 
and hasten germination.
